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REMARKS Olf THE LETTERS OF THE GREEK 
AJSJ> HEBREW ALPHABETS. 

The true ancient pronunmtioti of 
both these languages is undoabtedly 
lost. Their letters, like those of other 
dead languages, are made to yield to 
the sounds of the corresponding letters 
in the vernacular tongues of thet^oontry, 
where they are read. This is altogether 
the case with the Greek, but> perhaps^ 
less so with the Hebrew, when read by 
the Masoretic points. 

On the usual method of pronouncing 
Greek in this countrr, the folldwing^re- 
roarka only are needuil. The y is al'wayd 
sounded hard like g in-^at^^, ^o; eand 
are always short, ^ and oj are always 
long; and x is uniformly sounded like 1c. 
The accents are disregarded. 

MODERN GREEK. 

The pi'onunciation of modern Greek 
renders the language mcrch more harmo^ 
nious and deli^tfui to the ear^ than the 
method which is usually employed. The 
fallowing is an analysis of the sounds of 
thetr letters, as tlie author of thid' work 
has received them ; a^id thegi^ateY '"' 
of them is confirmed, by auihoriti "^ 
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riYed from different and indisputable 
•ooreea.

HEBREW LETTSaS. 



The whole Uebrew alphabet is treat- 
ed bj those who use the Masoretic 
points, as an alphabet of consonants. 
The design of these points is to mark 
the vowel sounds, accents, pauses, and 
whatever was thought necessary to ex- 
plain the reading, and to give precision 
to the grammatical construction of the 
language. It is generally conceded, 
that they form no part of the original 
written language, as used by the an- 
cients. But they hdve been adde4,to 
the text by a set of JewS} called Ma- 
sorites, probably since the commeBce- 
ment of the Christian era. Hence from 
them, they receive the appellation of 
Masoretic points. They give variety df 
sounds to some o^ th^ consonants, while 
some^ that seem answerable to vowels 
in iU^ jSuropean lan^qages, are treated 
as being dilent. Tnos^ cbnson^iits 
which vary from the preceding alphabeti

Where Hebrew words occur in this 
Lexicon, the poihts are not used for the 
want of snitaole tjfj'e. By them who 
are unacquainted with this language, 
those words may be easily read accord- 
ing to the representation of sounds given 
with the alphabet, bj supplying for 
vowels, when necessary, short e or a. 
The letters n, ii % and j;, may serve as 
long vowels, in all cases ; or, whei^ im- 
mediately preceding vowels, they may 
serve as consonants, according to the 
pleasure of the reader. They may, like- 
wise, except at the beginning of words, 
serve as vowels to the preceding conso- 
nants, and consonants to the following 
vowels at th^ miftiif time. The letter n 
at the. end of a. word cannot be sounded, 
and If no vowel precede it, the sound of 
a in father siemi the most convenient. 
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In reading Hebrew, it is to De reraem- 
bered.that wc begin at the right hand 
side of the page, and read toward the 
left The vowel sound of n is usually 
pronounced like e in there, i like oo, ^ 
like i in machine, and y like o m tone, 
or with ng like o in song. In pronoun- 
cing, no two vowels should coalesce into 
a diphthong.

0REEK VERBS. 

These vary wwch to form their nu- 
merous moods, tenses, and personal ter- 
j minations. Every Greek verb may be 
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divided into three ^constituent parts, 
the root, the mood vowel, and the per- 
sonal termination. The personal ter- 
minations are various, and may, perhaps, 
be most conveniently derivetl from the 
following, as a ground tind original 
form.

The singular number of this form is 
gathered from the corrugation of the 
verb €Cfii, to be, which would be the 
most apt to afford traces of the original 
usage of the language. I have only 
added ti to the second person, for the 
sake of analogy, where it is very possi- 
ble it once had a place. The first per- 
son, /U£, bears so striking a resemblance 
to the Hebrew 'jx, J, that I am fully of 
opinion that it was derived from it. It 
is well known that the Asiatic languages 
form their conjugation of verbs by parts 
of pronouns, and from these, tho less 
visible, doubtless come the personal ter- 
minations in the more modern langua- 
ges. The Latin sum, es, est, has a visible 
personal resemblance to — fxt, — dri^ 
— Cti, It only drops the i in the

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differeat persons, and the t in the sec- 
ond, which is always done in Greek, 
unless a vowel follows. As ft and t 
never end words purely Greek, when 
the letters following them are removed, 
T must be dropped, and fi must be ei- 
ther dropped or changed into v. N be- 
fore tf, or 6 between two consonants, 
must likewise be dropped. 27 before t, 
following an accent, is rather rough for 
that smooth consonant, and is therefore 
usually dropped. These rules being 
adhered to, the following practical forms 
from this original ground, may easily be 
deduced.

In making the personal terminations 
passive, from the radical ground formi 
in the primary tenses, the singular is 
formed by inserting a immediately be- 
fore I, and by dropping r in the second 
person, and 6 in the third.

MOOD TOWEJLS. 

These are the vowels that come be- 
tween the personal termination and the 
root of the verb.

The Subjunctive mood lengthens the
